Chief of Police Frank Love re- 
ported that Mr. Arata had paid 2 
year’s license fee of $40 for the col- 
lection of the city’s garbage. 

City Engineer Bert Mehl was re- 
quested to get prices and present 
them at the next meeting for the 
digging of drain holes to protect 
the corners of Live Oak, Menlo 
avenue, and Santa Cruz avenue and 
the state highway. He estimated 
the cost at about $200. It is pos- 
sible that other streets may be 
drained in a like manner. 

Councilman Crane reported that 
dances were being given by the 
Family Club semi-weekly and that 
the organization had ‘paid no li- 
cense. The city attorney stated that 
the city ordinance provided a fee 
of $2.50 per night up to midnight 
for this sort of amusement, and the 
chief of police was ordered to col- 
lect ‘that amount in the future for 
all such dances.

200 growers from the northern 
Santa Clara County district met 
here last right and passed reso- 
lutions endorsing the action of the 
United and Pool directors and ap- 
proving the appointment of Frank 
R. Wilcox as manager ahd George 
Gilman as fruit delivery superin- 
tendent. 

The price on 1932 prunes set by 
the United on September 6 came in 
for much discussion, the consens- 
us of opinion as expressed by 
speakers being that the directors 
had used sound business judgment 
after having taken all angles of the 
marketing situation into account. 

“We cannot hope to break 
through all in one jump the below- 
cost-of-production whirlpool into 
which we have been drawn,” de- 
clared Frank Abernathy after dis- 
cussing market conditions at some 
length, “but by sticking together 
the way this gathering indicates we 
will there is every cnance that we 
will battle our way out and build 
up to the return we have a right 
to expect.” 

The action looking towards the 
formation of a Prune Pool Local 
came at the eng of the meeting 
with the passage of a resolution 
empowering the chairman, Robert 
McArthur of Cupertino, to appoint 
an organization committee of five. 

The committee is as follows: C. 
L. Rich, Cupertino; Frank Aber- 
nathy; Lyman Lantz Evergreen; 
Victor Christopher, Oak Grove and 
George L. Husted, Campbell. 

The formation of the new organ- 
ization received the immediate en- 
dorsement of Hugh Hersman, Pres- 
ident of the United and the Pool. 

“I believe the sort of organiza- 
tion you growers have in mind,” he 
said, “will be of very material bene- 
fit in helping to keep growers in- 
formed of what is going on in the 
United and the Pool. In addition to 
that it will also be of assistance in 
giving the directors an idea of 
what the growers, themselves, de- 
Sire in the way of changes or of ad- 


ditional service. 


‘Arch’ Wilson, Secretary of the 
United and the Pool, was outspoken 
in his approval of the new Local. 

“I think the organization of 


‘growers to hold informal meetings 


would be a splendid move,” he stat- 
ed. “In this way rumors and mis+ 
understandings could be quickly 
cleared up before they had a 
chance to do a lot of damage.” 
Commenting on the price set by 
the United, Wilson said, “I had 
hoped for a large price but after 
héaring all the evidence I am satis- 
fled sound business judgment was 
used. The big problem now is to 
stand firm behind our organization 
and by doing sc show ie trade we 
mean business. Our determination 
to stick ‘together will in turn stif- 
fen the backs of non-members and 


help to strengthen the whole situa- 


tlon. The fine spirit displayed here 
tonight is the best encouragement 
for ‘the future we could ha’

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Local Youth Kills 
Drunken Step-Father

Yesterday after- 
noon the boy said ne came home 
from school to find his stepfather 
beating his mother, formerly Mrs.

When Lauderback struck her in 
the fact, loosening many of her 
teeth, the boy said she screamed: 

“Don’t let him kil! me!” 

In fear and rage, the boy ran to 
a hiding place where he haq put 
his .22 calibre rifle several days ago 


.after hearing Lauderback threaten 


to kill his mother. 

He fired at Lauderback from a 
distance of only a few feet. The 
bullet entered the man’s chest near 
the heart. Death was almost in- 
stantaneous. 

Witnesses to the tragedy were 
the boy’s brother anq_ half-sister, 
Vincent Cleveland, 12, and Wilma 
Lauderback, 3. 

Tearful, but resolute, the boy 
told his story freely when he was 
taken into custody by Deputy Sher- 
iff Joseph Meeks, ana Officer Har- 
ve Huesties. He tucked several 
school books under his arm when 
he was taken to the Sheriff’s of- 
fice at Redwood City. 

Deputy District Attorney Harold 
Anderson took a long statement 
from Edward. The boy said: 

“I am not sorry I did it.” 

Anderson saiq no charges would 
be placed against the boy pending 
further investigation. The boy at- 
tends Sequoia Union High school at 
Redwood City. 

Authorities said Lauderback had 
been committed to the State Hos- 
pital et Agnew ‘in August, 1931, 
upon the complaint of his wife, and 
had formely served a county jail 
term for drunkenness.

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ACTIVE MOVEMENT STARTED 10 REDUCE 


GASOLINE TAX BY STRONG 
ORGANIZATION 


The present tax of four cents a 
gallon on gasoline is an imposition 
upon the people of California. 


A movement recently initiaited by 
gasoline consumers to insist upon a 
one-cent reduction in the state tax 
is gathering impetas and already 
has resulted in the organization of 
a league for the protection of the 
automobile owners of California 
from the serious threat of addit- 
ional tax or a diversion of the gas- 
eline tax fund to general political 
purposes. 

The Automobile Owners Tax Re- 
duction League is now actively en- 
gaged in organization work and has 
opened headquarters in Room 1001 
Spring Arcade Building, Los An- 
geles. It is announced by those be- 
hind this movement, including 
many prominent persons who have 
been leaders in civic and state af- 
fairs, that branch organizations 
will be established throughout the 
state and a concerted drive made 
to induce the legislature to bring 
about a one-cent reduction in the 
state gas tax during the period that 
the Federal government imposes a 
con-cent tax upon gasoline. 

This proposed one-cent cut in the 
state tax return on gasoline would 
be of great benefit to the consumer 
of gasoline and would in no wise 
affect a reasonable and necessary 
Program of highway construction 
and maintenance, 

It is estimated that with Federal 
aid the fund available for highway 
construction and maintenance in 
California will exceed sixty million 
dollars a year. This tremendous 
sum is absolutely umnecessary and 
the highway commission is really 
under pressure to find reasonable 
methods of disposing of the money 
available. Without fantastic and 
ridiculous expenditures the high- 
way fund mugt accumulate, and 
with the surplus established and 
available, every effort on the part 
of the politicians to grab this fund 
for political purposes will be made 
during the coming session of the 
legislature. 

There is one way and only one 
way to halt this move for political 
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Plunder and that is to remove the 
temptation. The proposed one-eent 
reduction from the siaie gasoline 


tax will leave ample funds for 
every legitimate purpose to which 
the fund is devoted. It will also re- 
lieve the automobile owners of the 
onerous burden that has been plac- 
€d upon a modern necessity of life 
simply because the politicians have 
seen an easy way to pull money out 
of the pockets of the people, and 
because the people have been 
wholly unrepresented before the 
legislature when the imposition of 
gasoline taxes have been enacted 
into law. : 

Gasoline taaxtion bids fair to pbe- 
come one of the favorite rackets of 
the politicians, and has so been de- 
signed in the public prints and by 
tax portective bodies throughout 
the United States. The fact that 
the gasoline tax falls generally into 
what is known as “painless” taxa- 
tion has given the recketeers their 
opportunity. The owners of auto- 
mobiles in California are now taxed 
ul out of proportion to their just 
share of the cost of government, 
“ven granting that the gasoline tax 
‘und is devoted wholly ta highway 
construction and maintenance. The 
fact that the tax is collected in 
sasy installments does not lighten 
‘o burden. 

The owner of a low-priced car 
inds at the end of a year that he 
‘as paid a heavy penalty for the 
wWivilezge of necessary transporta- 
tion. He must not only pay the 
zasoline tax but the license tax and 
the personal property tax. The gas- 
online tax is the heaviest burden 
and to the consumer of law-priced 
zaseline will amount to at least 35 
ver cent of the cost of fuel. In 
lollars and cents, as well as in per- 
xentage, the tax is anything but 
v fair and equitable adjustment of 
the cost of government from the 
itandpoint of the automobile own- 
or. The idea among politicians 
seems to be that automobile trans- 
Xortation is a luxury and certainly 
it is taxed as such. The sooner the 
‘aw givers are induced to abandon 
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all the people and particularly the 
people of California.
